Ben Butler has commenced throwing 


"bricks" and bU first is leveled at the 
new Minister to China. Bea agrees

tution was amended by the Legislature 
of 1S79, and approved in the session of 
1881, so as to change the time of meet- 
ing from the first Monday in January 
-to the first Monday in February, but 
Judge Wells contends, and he gives his 
reasons for so doing, that the require- 
ments necessary to change tho Constitu- 
tion, have not been complied with. 


Work! liftmen Denonnee the Veto. 


A large mass meeting of Workingmen 


to express indignation at the action of 
President Arthur in vetoing the anti- 
Chinese Immigration bill, was held in 
Philadelphia last Saturday evening, and 
participated in by from 6,000 to 8,000 
workingmen representing 
all trades. 


The meeting was presided over by Frank 
A. Kauffman, President of the State 
Labor Council, and addresses were de- 
livered by Thompson H. Mnrch, the 
stone-cutter Congressman from Maine, 
.Chas. A. Zimmerman, of the 
Trades 


and Labor Bureau of Statistics of New 
-Tersey, and a number of others inter- 
ested in the movement.

The Democrats are DOW having what 


hey call a "Jeffersonian revival." It 
u confined to the »itheUs in the party, 
and it expresses itself through dinners 
Ad letters praising the distinguished 
tatesmon who got Tom Paine to write 
he Declaration of Independence for 
lim. 
Its objects, as near as we can 


gather, are two-fold. One is to nomi- 
nate Tilden in 1884-and the other is to 
bring about free trade. The Denver 
Tribune saya that the Colonel Mulberry 
Sellers of the revival is Mr. Henry 
Watterson, and he seems to be firmly 
convinced that there are millions in it. 
He leads the services in round and 
resonant sentences and talks hopefully 
of what there is in the future. His 
sanguine nature carries him beyond the 
confines of his ordinary shrewdness, 
and his tongue is opulent with pictures 
of the golden to be. Mr. Tilden is to 
reappear as an "organized idea and 
moral force rising out of the immedi- 
ate situation" and the immediate situ- 
ation issomething Tague and indefinable 
which includes a return to the simplicity 
of the government and a tariff for 
revenue only. Now in a general way 
this looks all right. 
Republican sim- 


plicity and all this sort of thing which 
ooks so -well in Fourth of July orations 
would ^be quite proper. Possibly, too, 
n tariff for revenue only might not ruin 
the 'country. But the great trouble is 
that the {esthetes are in a vulgar and 
irosaic world. In other words, they are 
.n the Democratic party. It does not 
sympathize with their ideas, and never 
will. First of all it does not understand 
.hem, and next of all it would be on the 
opposite side if it did. As for Mr. Til- 
den, it has repudiated him. At the last 
national convention it condoned what it 
was once popular in refined Democratic 
circles to call "the crime of 1876," and 
shook the old gentleman out of his am 
bition most cruelly. When it was jus- 
tice to reuorninate him the convention 
refused. What chance is there then for 
a Jeffersonian revival in 1881, in which 
he will be the revivalist? 


None at all. The lesthetes are work- 


ing with the wrong material. They are 
allowing their dreams to control their 
tongues. They have behind them 
party of survivals, and there is no 
chance that this mixed chaos of frag 
ments will solidify into anything defi 
site. They mean well, but they do no 
know. 
All their neat phrases and 


"organized ideas" will be nil in a con 
vention of hoodlums, and they must no 
deceive themselves into any other be 
hef. If they do they will be bitterly 
disappointed. There will be 110 Jeffer 
sonian revival of any sort. There wil 
be nothing but defeat for a party whos 
only progression has been towards th 
grave. 


Senators and members are beginning

.ournment of Congress. There is a very 
general desire to hurry along the session 
.is much as possibla. In view of the 
advanced condition of the appropria- 
tion bills, members of the Appropria- 
tjon Committee think if the decision ol 
the Kepnblican caucus of Friday night, 
to have sessions begin at 11 o'clock in- 
btead of at noon, as has been toe rule 
up to this time, js adopted, there is no 
reason why Congress cannot pass all 
the necessary business by the first week 
m June at the latest. One ol toa de- 
cisions of the caucus is that, after th« 
Tariff Commission bill is got out of the 


way, 
no more than two days will be 


given to debate on any measure. There 
is no doubt but that much time has 
been wasted in talk on the Tariff bill. 


The latest political gossip is that 


Blaine is thinking of running for Gov- 
aor of Maine next Autumn. He does 
not want to run for the House of Hep 
resetatives, because, in common with 
many of the Republican leaders, be 
thinks the Democrats will control the 
next House, but some of the Maine Re- 
publicans in Washington say that Gov- 
ernor Plaisted would be re-elected ovei 
Mr. Blaine if the latter should be th* 
Republican candidate.

War: 


WAU DEPAETMENT, WASHINGTON, Apn 


15—Sir: The President has had unde 
consideration your letter of the 23d o 
December, 1881, in which yon alleg 
;he injustice of the sentence of th 
court-martial under which, in 1863, yo 
weie, as an officer of the army, dii 


sseil from the service of the Unite 


States and forever disqualified from 
holding any office of trust or proh 
under the Goverumpn of the Unite 
States, and refer to the report of the 
Advisory Board made in 1879, and ask 
the President, if convinced of the jus- 
tice of the recommendation of the Ad- 
visory Board, to annul and set aside the 
findings and sentence of the court-mar- 
tiol and nominate yon to the Senate for 
restoration to your former'rank in the 
army.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tbe following from the Esmeralda 


Herald is of interest to all: 


EDITOR ESMXBAUU. H*BAIO>:—By ref- 
renee to the statutes of 1879, page 166, 


, will be seen that the Legislature of 
tat year adopted Senate Concurrent 
lesolation, No. 28, which reads as fol- 
ows: 


Resolved, By the Senate, the Assem- 


ly concurring, that the Constitution of 
he State of Nevada be amended as fol- 
ows: Amend Section 2 of Article IV of 
he Constitution of the State of Nevada, 
o as to read as follows: 
Sic. 2. The sessions of the Legisla- 


nre shall be biennial, and shall com- 
mence on the first Monday in February 
next ensuing the election of members of 


be Assembly, unless the Governor of 
be State shall, in the interim, convene 
he Legislature by proclamation." 


This resolution was "referred to tbe 
legislature then next to be chosen,"— 
nat of 1881, and was "published for 
hr«e months next preceding the time 


>f making such choice;" that is, it was 
mblished for three months next preced- 
ng the general election held in this 
State in November, 1880; at which As- 
semblymen for the session of 1881 were 
lected. 
At that session—1881,—tho Legisla- 


ture again adopted the foregoing reso- 
ntion; see statutes of 1881, pages 177-8. 


The adoption of the foregoing resolu- 


ion by the Legislature, in tbe sessions 
>f 1879 and 1881, was undoubtedly in- 
ended to result in so amending section 
2nd of Article IV of the Constitution as 
o change the time of meeting of the 
'legislature, in regular session, from the 
irst Monday of January to the first 
londay in February. Has that object 
been attained? The question must be 
answered by determining whether the 
equiremeuts of Sec. 1, Art. XVI, of the 
Constitution have been fully complied 
with in regard to the foregoing amend- 
ment. Here is that section: 


'Any amendment or amendments to 


his Constitution may be proposed in 
he Senate or Assembly, and if the 
same shall be agreed to by a majority 
of all the members elected to each of 
,he two Houses, such proposed amend- 
ment or amendments shall be entered 
on their respective journals, with the 
reas and nays taken thereon, and re- 
lerred to the Legislature tbe next to 
>e chosen, and shall be published for 
three mouths next preceding the time 
of making such choice. And if in the 
Legislature next chosen, as aforesaid, 
such proposed amendments shall be 
agreed to by u majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to each House, then it shall 
be the duty of the Legislature to submit 
such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments to the people in such manner, 
and at such time, ns the Legislature 
shall prescribe; aud if 
the 
people 


shall approve and ratify such amend- 
ments, by a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the 
Legislature voting thereon, such amend- 
ments shall become a part of the Con- 
stitution." 


Now, 
I have looked very carefully 


through the statutes of 1881; through 
Resolutions as well as Acts, and fail to 
find any provision made to submit [his 
proposed amendment to the people in 
any "manner," or at any "time." 
Hence, I conclude that the people can- 
not vote upon it until the Legislature of 
1883 shall "submit it to the people in 
such manner and at such tima" as it 
shall deem proper. 


Hud the lust Legiblntme provided for 


the people to vote upon it .itthegonerul 
election in 18ti2, it would, no doubt 
have been "approved nud ratified *

The planet Jupiter and his satellites 


will be occulted by the moon on the 
eyening of April 19th, when the moon 
is between two and three days old. The 
satellites of the planet will apparently 
enter the dark limb of the moon, which 
will be ash-grey on . account of the 
"earth-shine" on the dark portion. 
The time of the moon's occnltation will 
be 8:43 P.M., when the moon will be 
within twenty minutes of setting. The 
only drawback to the phenomena is this 
low position ol the moon, because the 
atmosphere may be unsteady. But with 
an ordinary telescope the observer may 
readily see the satellites and planet dis- 
appear. Even with a good opera glass, 
magnifying about four diameters, the 
phenomena may bo observed. The sat- 
ellites will not disappear with the sud- 
denness that a star exhibits under similar 
circumstances, because the star is really 
only a point of light, whereas the satel- 
lites have measurable discs, and their 
light will disappear gradually.

| planet. 


The occultatiou of Jupiter is some- 


times accompanied with peculiar phe- 
nomena, such as a deep shadow falling 
on the center of the disc of the planet 
after it has become partly occulted and 
shading off toward the outer limb, which 
may be attributed to the moon's atmos- 
phere, provided our satellite has such a 
thing, which is still a subject of discus- 
sion and doubt among astronomers.
